A RUM AW AY BARN 


CHICAGO, April 24.—A dispatch to 


the Record Herald from Lexington, Ky., 
says: 
"Engineer Scannon of a Ches- 


apeake & Ohjo freight was the hero 
yesterday of a thrilling race between 
a train and a barn, with several lives 
at stake. 
Scannon's train was pass- 


Ing Tebbs Station, near here, at a 
good rate, when the high wind which 
was blowing lifted a big tobacco barn 
from Its foundations and started It 
rolling down hill toward' the railroad 


halt a. mile away. 
Scannon saw the 
danger and Immediately threw the 
throttle wide open In an effort to out- 
run the barn. 
The heavy train was on the down 
grade and soon attained great momen- 
tum, but Just as It looked as though 
the peril would be outrun the big barn 
crashed into the caboose, smashing It. 
The impact also shattered the barn, 
which collapsed on the track. 
Train- 


men on the caboose saw thfeir peril In 
time to escape by Jumping. 


THEY HAD 


OF MARCOVICH 


"Word received at the headquarters 


of the local police department show 
shortly before noon today to the effete,*, 
that Frank Smith, alias Short, mur- 
derer of John Marcovlch, proprietoi of 
the Gas Kitchen, had been arrested In 
Hayward, caused Chief of Police Wil- 
son to dispatch Captain Peterson and 
Detective Hodgkins to the scene In an 
automobile. 


Speeding as rapidly as the car could 


be run, the officers soon arrived at the 
jail of the suburban town, and after 
carefuj^ questioning discovered that the 
man was not the much wanted slayer 
of the restaurant proprietor. 


"I'm a bad man, and Til fli you," 


were two of the expressions that finally 
resulted in the arrest of the man sus- 
pected of being the murderer, by Con- 
stable Kamage of Hayward. 


It appears that the man came here 


from Goldfleld two or three flays ago 
and took a position in the New Eng- 
land Bakery In the suburban town. 


The Hayward officers 
have 
been 


keeping a careful lookout for the Mar- 
covlch murderer and as the man ar- 
rested was a stranger and acted sus- 
piciously he was watched carefully. 


Last night he went Into a Hayward 


saloon and had trouble with the pro- 


prietor over the payment of a drink. It 
was then that he made the remarks 
that he was a "bad man" and would 
"fix" the Hquor dealer. 


"The actions of the man made ma 


suspicious," said 
Constable Rejiiage 


this morning, "and I shadowed him 
constantly from the time he arrived 
In town. His statements made in the 
saloon decided me and ,I cajsed his 
arrest." 


The . stranger answers the descrip- 


tion of Smith In many respects, but 
after careful questioning Captain Pet- 
erson and Detective Hodgkins decided 
that he was not the -murderer of Mar- 
covich, and his release followed. 


Chief Wilson has no clew to Frank Smith, alias Short, the murderer of-Johi\ Marcovich. Here

GIVE A REPLY 


Indications Are That There Will 


Be a Big Struggle Across 


the Bay, 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 21—The Carmen's Union this after- 


noon presented their demands to President Calhoun of the United 
Railroads. 


The demands, which were prepared ty the executive'committe-fl 


of the Carmen, were ratified by the union at the meeting last 
night. 


The executive committee will meet again on Saturday evening, 


at which time it is believed an answer will have been received from 
the United Railroads. 


The date will then be set by the committee for the final meet- 


ing of the Carmen. At this meeting what action is to be takerij 
upon the reply will be decided upon. 
The agreement which the 


union submitted to the United Railroads insists upon a flat rate of 
$3 per day for an 8-hour day and one and one-half the regular rate 
for all overtime. 


CALHOUN WILL REFUSE. 


SAX FRANCISCO,. April 24.—Wh en- 


tri e committee from 
the 
Carmen's 


Union waits on President Calhoun of 
the United Railroads this afternoon 
with n formal demand for a new an- 
nual contract giving- conductors aud 
motormen a flat wage of $3 and an 
elg-ht hour day, .that demand will be 
unequivocally refused, according to a 
joint statement made yesterday to the 
Associated 
Press by President Cal- 


houn and General Manager Mullally in 
substance as follows: 


The United Railroads absolutely de- 
clines to pay its platform men $3 for 
an eight hour day. 
This is positive 
and final. The company has gone the 
limit in the matter of wages. It will 
go no further. 


WH/Tj SIGV. 


"The United Railroads is willing to, 
and will cheerfully sign a contract for 
one year from May 1. 1907 to May 1. 
1908, 
to pay the scale awarded by the 


arbitration committee whose findings 
were returned only seven weeks ago. 
The officers of the company do not 
believe a strike will occur. They hope- 
such an unfortunate 
move will be 
avoided. 
They want peace. 
But in 
any event the $3 eight hour demand 
will not be granted. That demand Is 
wholly unjust, and from the compa- 
ny's standpoint simply Impossible to 
meet. 
The United Railroads in San 
Francisco Is now paying Its platform 
men the highest wages of any city in 
the world, with the single exception o£ 
Butt e, Mont. 


PRESENT SCALE. 


"The present scale was edtermined 


by an arbitration committee composed 
of Major' Frank McLaughlin, repre- 
senting'the company, the Rev. Father 
Peter C. Yorke, representing the men, 
and Chief Justice Beatty of the Su- 
premer Court, chosen by the two. It is 
as follows: For one year in service, 
31 cent an hour an 37.2 cents over- 


time; m.'n two yc-ars in the service ::2 
cents and 38.4 overtime; men thro* 
years or lon^ror in the sorvice 33 cents 
and 30.6 overtime. 
"Tills meons, inasmuch more th^n: 


sixty per cent of the platform m^n, 
have bem In the company's service 
three yo:-rp or longer, that the civerasa 
Wi-.ge now paid is 53.50 a day, including, 
average overtime. 
This Is for a ten-- 


hour da-r, and the average overtlna 
pui. in H eighteen minutes a day. 


"As the company understands tn* 


dumiintl ibout to be presented, the m<2U- 
<i<;sire to resluce their dally \vag^ >>n 
an average lifty cents a day; for th»y" 
(U'clare-ihat conductors and rnotormeiy 
are phyilcally unable to work longer 
than MS lit hours a day, so it is evi- 
dent that they So not desire to earn 
any moie than ?3 a day by workl'ig 
overtime; nevertheless, they incluJ<» 
in their demand 'time and a half lor 
overtime.' 


NOT PRACTICAL. 


"It Is not practical to operate stn-et 


railways under the eight-hour arranf e- 
ment. The men. know this. Nor, "v« 
are quito sure, would the men formu- 
late a demand to be paid 50 cents a 
day less on the average than they era 
receiving. 


"Their demand, then, If assented to, 
would mean slmp-ly this: 
That tbu 


men who work two hours and eighteen, 
minutes overtime and receive therefor 
$1.35, which, plus the $3 wage would 
make thi-ir pay $4.35. instead of $3.00 a. 
day—an Increase of 8C cents a day on 
top. of 20" per cent increase aw?.rd ;d 
them only seven weeks ago, and in fia 
face of the fact that the United Ra 1- 
roads Is now paying, with one excep- 
tion, the highest wages of any city In 
the world. 


"This 
contemplated 
Increase

pay. The company employs about 2009 
platform men on Its San Francisco city;

These 
should be here inside of a week. We 
must have 33 or 34 carloads of bitu- 
men to do the Twelfth. street work, 
and I do not want tq start the work 
until wo have on hand at least one- 
hall' of the amount necessary for the 
entire work. 


"Xow that we have been promised 


one carload a day, If it 
comes, 
the 


work can go ahead soon. 
Tho first 


of these will have to be used in the 
work of patching the streets, but if 
the promise holds good we will be In 
shape soon. 
"We are now erecting 
an Asphalt 


plant in our yard and this should be 
up inside of two or three weeks, then 
we can use that." 
"What is the class of bitumen you 


are getting?" asked Mayor Mott.

is that it Is not a wood alcohol, hav- 
ing none of the properties ot that fluid 
but is an ethyl alcohol that cannot be

difference is that the sawdust alcoho 
is made after the sawdust has 
been 


treated Avith an acid, transforming it 
into dextrose, and Is then distilled in 
the regulai way 
If the work can be 


done at a profit, and the indications 
from the work of the company point 
to this being a fact, it will not only 
make a valuable by-product out of the 
sawdust that has heretofore been an 
intolerable nuisance to the sawmills, 
but it will open up a way to make 
alcohol profitably from straw, cine 
cornstalks and almost any other vege- 
taole refuse.

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The Water Situation. 


The People's Water Company will be wise if it adheres to the 


policy outlined by the Council in Committee of the Whole, and 
acquiesced in by Mr. Titus, the general manager, in regard to water 
rates.': A reduction of ten per cent in charges to consumers in tflie 
present instance is initiatory to further reductions in the future, till 
the rates reach the Ibwest level compatible with an efficient service 
and maintaining an abundance of wholesome water for all needs. 
This policy furnishes .a basis of accord between the public and the 
water company that will discourage angry political agitation and 
costly litigation In future. 
. 


It is as important to the public as it is to the water corporation 


that peace should prevail at this time between.the water consumers 
and their purveyor. The extraordinary growth of Oakland and its 
suburbs makes an immediate augmentation of the supply and an 
extensive enlargement of the distributing system necessary. 
Agita- 


tion and litigation will inevitably retard and delay extensions, be- 
sides making them more costly, and hence should be avoided if pos- 
sible. As long as the company endeavors in good faith to meet the 
public demands and be reasonable in charges, it should be free from 
harassment and left unhampered to develop and improve the water 
system. It should not be treated in a hostile spirit because it is a 
money-making enterprise. Everybody is in business to make money, 
and capital invested in waterworks is entitled to as much considera- 
tion as capital invested in anything else, and has as much claim to a 
fair profit. 


However, the People's Water Company'is in a much better 


position to make concessions to its patrons than was its predecessor 
a few years ago. The territory it supplies has more than doubled 
in population during the past six years, and the gross revenue from 
the sale of water is nearly three times today what 
is was in 


the j'ear 1900, when the litigation in regard to water rates was in- 
augurated. The community, generally speaking, is vastly more pros- 
perous.' Wages and prices all round have gone up, which of itself 
operates to make water less expensive and the payment of bills less 
onerous. When the price of one commodity remains stationary 
while the price of everything else advances the effect on the excep- 
tional commodity is to make it cheaper. 


In addition to running with favorable conditions in other re- 


spects, the new water company has the good will af the community, 
which is tired of litigation and contention, and too busy to be in- 
terested in the clamor of demagogues and spoilsmen. If it adheres, 
as we said before, to the policy of being progressive in improvements, 
considerate in treatment of patrons and moderate in charges it can 
count on a continuance of public favor and an assured prosperity in 
future. 


THE "BLACK HAND" MUST GO. 


If the President had displayed the same sound judgment in 


writing to Representative Sherman about Harriman that he did in 
writing- to Honore Jackson about his reference to Moyer and Hay- 
wood, there would never have been any occasion to write to Jackson. 


A San Francisco policeman, arrested for levying blackmail on a 


shady resort, says the proprietor offered to "slip" him money occa- 
sionally, but he indignantly refused the offer. Whereupon the pro- 
prietor reported him to the district attorney as a blackmailer. This 
is about the most diaphanous excuse ever presented. The police- 
man ought to be convicted on his own statement. When he says he 
was accused of blackmail because he spurned money offered him 
he tells an incredible story which stamps him as a dull liar as well 
as a predatory knave. His statement is evidently what the police 
call the "get back" of a detected rogue. 


Roosevelt's Moyer-Heywood Letter. 


Theodore Roosevelt never struck a bolder note or spoke in clearer 


tones than in his letter to the Cook County Moyer-Haywood Con- 
ference. His terse definition of good citizenship and his remarks 
concerning the obligations it imposes upon all alike—the millionaire 
as well as the Laborer—make good reading. 
His 
demand that 


justice, even-handed and unadulterated, shall prevail, no 
matter 


.whether it is rich corporations or labor unions that are involved, is 
a ringing challenge to covert intimidation. It is courageous and 
correct, and is couched in terms as free from ambiguity as they are 
from subterfuge and evasion. The President fa'ced the issue pre- 
sented to him squarely, and in doing so has said a number of whole- 
some and timely things in an impressive way. 


But it is unfortunate that the President's impetuosity and lack 


, of forethought in dashing off letters should have involved him in this 


Moyer-Haywood controversy. It was his own imprudence that 
gave the so-called Moyer-Haywood Conference, which is merely the 
name of a Socialist propaganda, a pretext for taking him to task for 
his references to Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone in his letter to 
Representative James S. Sherman of New York. 


The comparison of Moyer and Haywood to Harriman was 


uncalled for. It was gratuitously made in a petulent, irritable let- 
ter, some\vhat violent in tone, at a time that gave it an air of im- 
propriety. While the letter was not written for publication, it was 
given out to the press while Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone are 
on trial for their lives. Whether the President, intended it or not, 
his condemnation of these men naturally prejudiced their case in 
the eyes of a great many citizens. It may not have affected the jury 
or public sentiment in Idaho, but it undoubtedly affected public 
sentiment elsewhere. 


The President's rebuke to the agitators who are denouncing the 


prosecution of Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone as a conspiracy only 
brings out more sharply the impolicy if not actual! impropriety of 
Jiis own utterances. The blame he visits on them instead of lifting 
it from his own shoulders causes it to bear harder. 
What Mr. 


j-/Roosevelt has written in his-awn defense is eternally right, but what 


he wrote to Hon. James S. Sherman was wrong—particularly so, as 
i President is supposed to weigh his -words and speak with judicial 
temper and gravity. 


In referring to Moyer et. al. in the Sherman letter, the Presi- 


I'flent was making a fling at E. H. Harriman. The railroad magnate 


fcvas compared to the accused labor leaders 
to bring him into 


• Ignominy and contempt. While the comparison was intended to 
,|ie offensive only to Harriman, it naturally presented Moyer and 
Haywood to the public as bad, dangerous men. For the President 
!o say such a thing of men on trial for their lives was- to say the 
least in bad taste and hardly fair.

limits (or without, for that matter), cannot be excused by saying the 
street cars frequently exceed- the legal 'speed limit. While we. have 
no defense to make for running cars at an. excessive rate of speed, 
it is to be noted that the fast runs are usually in the most thinly 
inhabited districts at hours when there is very little traffic on the 
streets traversed. 
On the other hand, autoists run their cars 


furiously at all hours of the. day in the most crowded thoroughfares, 
treating pedestrians1 as if they had no rights that a chauffer is bound 
to respect. Let one stand for an hour at any afternoon at the corner 
of Fourteenth and Broadway and he will \be struck by the reckless 
contempt for pedestrians habitually shown by motorists. They will 
dash through crowds of women and children waiting to get on street 
cars regardless of consequences. Their actions say as plainly as 
language can, "Get out of the way or be.run over." A slight detour 
would enable them to avoid the inconvenience, confusion and con- 
sternation they cause, but evidently take pleasure in making people 
jump for-their lives. While it, is,reprehensible for the Traction 
Company to ignore the law and run cars at a dangerous rate of speed, 
it is not a whit less reprehensible for autoists to do even worse with, 
far less.excuse. Railing at the.street car will not cause the public 
:o take a more lenient view of the conduct of a certain 
class of 


motorists who take a delight in dashing furiously through crowded 
thoroughfares for no particular reason whatever but to show- how 
iast they can go.

ornithologists. 
A 
letter 


from Minnesota records that "Wood- 
men report hundreds of them along 
tlie -Cloquet river. In St. Louis coun- 
ty, and In colonies ha\-e also appear- 
ed, It is said, in the Wisconsin woods, 
north of .Superior. Last spring a flock 
was seen in Presque Isle park at Mar- 
quette, Mich., by the caretaker, who, 
when a young man, had killed many 
of the birds, and he recognized 
the 


species at once. Why these interest- 
ing native birds disappeared is easy 
enough to understand when one reads 
the accounts or the wholesale methods 
that were used for their slaughter 
forty and fifty years ago. 
No species 


ever came nearer to complete extinc- 
tion. But we have not seen a gradual 
increase ill numbers during the years 
when bird lovers have been wishing 
these pigeons back. Roughly speak- 
ing, we have seen nothing at all of 
them for thirty years, and now that 
they have come. It is in the large 
flocks which were characteristic in the 
old.days. Where have they been during 
the years of recuperation?

of species once all but destroyed. The 
beaver, and the buffalo, are gaming 
In numbers.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—In a let- 


ter addressed to Honore Jackson of 
Chicago, Chairman of the Cook County 
Moyar-Haywood Conference, made pub- 
lic yesterday, President Roosevelt re- 
plies to the criticisms of his recent 
latter, In which ho referred to Moyer 
and Haywood, officials of the Western 
Federation of Miners charged with im- 
plication in the murder of former Gov- 
ernor Steuenberg of Idaho, as "unde- 
sirable citizens." The President says 
he regrets that any body of men should 
so far forget their duty to their coun- 
try as to endeavor by formation of 
societies or in other ways to influence 
justice and coerce court or jury; that 
they, not he, are trying to Influence 
justice and he condemns what he calls 
their flagrant impropriety in the mat- 
ter. 


He says that he indicated no opinion 


as to their guilt of the Steunenberg 
murder, but it was a simple absurdity 
to suppose that because a man is on 
trial he Is free from criticism as to 
his manner of life. He says he might 
as well be accused of trying to Influ- 
ence the saints against.Harrlman, some 
of whose friends had also criticised 
him. 
He said that Moyer and Hay- 


u-ood stand as representatives of those 
\vho habitually appear as guilty of in- 
citement to or apol&gy for bloodshed 
and violence. 


IGNORES CONDEMNATION. 


He added that he was profoundly in- 


different to the condemnation of him 
for his criticisms of the undesirable 
types of citizens, regardless of either 
labor or capital.

"Dear Sir: I have received your let-

1. The street railroad to be author- 


ized by said franchise shall consist of a 
single or double track, and the rails shall 
be laid In a good .and substantial and
